hysterically to and fro. Mahy of 
the women, afraid to remain in the 
houses, are roaming the streets un- 
clad, having been stripped of their 
clothing by the soldiers in their 
wild hunt for leot. 

Machine Guns Sweep Streets.

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Approximately 400 of the 750 
members of the Cleaners, Dyers & 
Presers Union, who went on strike 
yesterday in support of a 10 per 
cent wage increase and a 44-hour 
working week, returned to work 
today at the 18 wholesale cleaning 
establishments and at three of the 
21 retail concerns, following an 
agreement between the employers 
and the union last night. 

Under the agreement, the em- 
ployers met the union demands for 
increased pay and shorter work- 
ing hours and further agreed to 


set aside a sum equal to 4 per cent 
of the monthly payroll for the 
benefit of workers during the dull 
season. It was also agreed that 
the 10 per cent increase, which be- 
comes effective immediately, is to 
be followed within 90 days by the 
establishment of a minimum wage 
scale for both men and women em- 
ployes. It is a policy of the union 
that wages be based on efficiency 
and that no distinction be made 
between men and women workers. 
The wages of cleaning and 
dyeing employes, under former con- 
ditions, ranged from $25 to $45 
weekly. It has been charged by 
union leaders that employes were 
required to work from 60 to 70 
hours weekly during the rush sea- 
s0n without extra compensation, 
and that many were discharged 
during the dull season.

For the first time since the State 
highway System of 7640 miles was 
laid out by the Legislature in 1921, 
steps have been taken, with the 
approval of the Highway Commis- 
sion, for adding mileage to 
system.
